Three man-days were expended in rendering dactylologi- 
cal support to the Office of Personnel. Entrance-on-duty 
lectures and procedures were interpreted for a newly 
assigned deaf mute. 


Division officers continue to devote an average of 
one man-day a week to the ongoing security requirements 
25X1A for the MS Building. 


Two packages received in the mail were declared suspect. 
They were radiographed, inspected and declared safe. One 
package contained a replica of a Confederate $20 bill and 
a package of double-edged razor blades. The other con- 
tained two silver key chains. Thirty-two suspect items
